


PRESIDENT'S NOTES 

The regular monthly meeting of 
the Palm Beach Community 
College Board of Trustees was 
held October 29 at Central 
Campus. 



Provost John Schmiederer gave a 
presentation of the programs and 
services at Central Campus. He 
highlighted several new initiatives 
including the establishment of a 
Weekend Business Institute. 

A Criminal Justice degree pro¬ 
gram is also being created that is 
tailored to the needs of the Palm 
Beach County Sheriffs Depart¬ 
ment employees. Both programs 
target individuals who work full¬ 
time and wish to complete the 
course requirements within only 
two years. 



Board Chair Harry A. Johnston 
noted that Central Campus, 
PBCCs oldest campus, still serves 
as the hub of College activity with 
over 51 percent of the total stu¬ 
dent enrollment. 



Under new business, a report, 
given by PBCC Facilities Director 
John WasLikanis, outlined the 
renovation/remodeling projects 
that will be funded from the real- 
location of the Eissey Campus 
Physical Education facility project 
budget. The College received 
approval from the state legisla¬ 
ture to reallocate these funds 
toward PBCCs previously 
unfunded renovation and remod¬ 
eling needs. The projects which 
will now be funded were selected 
from the College’s five-year 
Capital Improvement Project 
(CIP) list. 



On behalf of Palm Beach Community 
College, President Dennis P Gallon 
accepted a donation from Atlantis resi¬ 
dent Patiicia Thorne. The gift from 
Thorne will establish an Endowed 
Faculty Chair of Nursing for $45,000 
and an endowed nursing scholarship 
find of $30,000. The state of Florida 
will provide a four-dollar match for 
every six dollars Thome donates. Both 
finds are established in peipetiiity, and 
only the income on the gifts will be used 
for the awards. The endowed chair and 
scholarship are named in honor of 
Patricia Thome's late husband. Dr. 
Roscoe Thome. 


Trustees approved a recommenda¬ 
tion to purchase a new main 
frame computer, as discussed dur¬ 
ing the 4 p.m. worlcshop which 
was held prior to the board meet- 
ing. 

During announcements. Board 
Chair Harry A. Johnston reported 
on the recent New Trustees 
Orientation. He outlined several 
statewide concerns including the 
need to capitalize on the political 
clout of the 750,000 students 
annually enrolled in Florida’s 
Community College System, 
which is more than twice the 
number enrolled in Florida's 
University System. 

Trustee J. Max Davis gave an 
update on the 21st Century 
Workforce Task Force. Davis said 
that the group is viewing Senate 
Bill 1688 as a catalyst for needed 
change, and he indicated that the 
committee is committed to work¬ 
ing together to overcome obsta¬ 
cles. 


Davis said that the recent propos¬ 
al made by Superintendent Joan 
Kowal offers PBCC the postsec¬ 
ondary adult vocational programs 
currently provided by the School 
District of Palm Beach County. 
He said he was excited about the 
possibilities, and that the propos¬ 
al will be carefully reviewed in 
terms of the resources needed to 
carry out the programs to be 
transferred. 

The next regular Board meeting is 
scheduled for 5:30 p.m. on 
Wednesday, November 12, 1997 
on Central Campus in Confer¬ 
ence Room C. Preceding this 
meeting, a Board workshop focus¬ 
ing on Foundation issues includ¬ 
ing Panther Park will be held at 4 
p.m.

Rule 6Hx-18-3.44 

College Preparatory Instruction—100% 
Payment of Cost of Instruction 

(Adopt) 

WRITTEN STATEMENT OF THE FACTS 
AND CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING 
THE ADOPTION OF THE RULE: This rule 
is being adopted to stipulate that students 
who withdraw from or fail a college prepara¬ 
tory course due to extenuating circum¬ 
stances may appeal to a presidentially 
appointed committee for an exception to the 
requirement that they pay 100% of the cost 
of instruction for subsequent enrollments in 
the course. Students may also appeal to the 
committee for an exception based on finan¬ 
cial hardship. In cases of extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances, the committee may grant an 
exception only once for each case. 

SUMMARY: Same as above. 

ECONOMIC IMPACT: Recently enacted 
HBI545 stipulates that students who enroll 
in the same college preparatory class within 
a skill area more than one time shall pay the 
full cost of instruction and shall not be 
included in the calculation of full-time 
equivalent enrollments for state funding pur¬ 
poses. However, provisions are made for 
exception to the full cost of instruction 
requirement based on extenuating circum¬ 
stances or financial hardship.
